HOW THE MODERN ORCHESTRA CAME ABOUT 


On Tuesday evening we shall hear the Berlin Philharmonic Orchestra, one of the world’s most famous combinations. 


W. J. Tuer, music critic of The New Statesman, gives 0 brief outline of the development of the Orchestra from earliest times. 


EARLY everything good that we have 
‘comes from the Greeks, incliding the 
word. “orchestra,” which is the name 

they gave to tht part of the Greek theatre be- 
tween the semi-circular seats of the auditorium 
nd the stage (called by the Greeks the * logcion * 


spedking-place "), where the chorus sang o 
cd." Orchestra’ literally means * dancing. 
and we shall sce later that this meaning 


describes precisely what ought to happen in the 
modern orchestra of instrumentalists which 
began to develop during the Rensissince in 
Italy, whence it spread to France and England, 

How many, if any, instrumentalists the Grecks 
had in their orchestra we do not know, although 
some writers assert that the plays of Aeschylus 
and Sophocles were accompanied by a band of 
Iyres and, flutes, and one authority declares : 
"Tr is quite certain, that not only were the 
choruses of the Agamemon and thes Anti- 
ene sung to the grandest mutic that could be 
Produced at the time they were written, but 
also that every word of the dialogue was musically 
declaimed.’ ‘The classical Greek drama was 
therefore a form of opera, butan opera which was 
probably nearer the ideal of the great operatic 
reformers like Monteverde and Gluck than any 
operas that have been written since; because 
the music to the Greek play was subordinate 
to teuthful dramatic expression. 

‘There has been a continuous development 
of the orchestra and the instruments of the 
orchestra since the fifteenth century, Nearly 
all ‘the early bands were court rousicians, 
Edward IV bad " trumpets, lutes, rebec, trom- 
bbone,viol, comemuse, ute, virginals, und drums.’ 
‘The French kings had a court establishment of 
musicians from which the first great French 
‘operatic composer, Lully, an Italian by birth, 
formed his small, operatic orchestra, Lally 
also wrote the music for Moliére’s plays, and the 
musicians were not accommodated in the 
* orchestra,’ but behind a trellis; sometimes they 
were phiced in appropriate costumes on. the 
stage, sometimes behind the audience, sometimes 
at the back of the stage, in the wings,or before the 
footlights. ‘There is an inventory, made in 1547 
which shows that Henry VIII had sixty-four 
stringed instruments and 21s wind instruments, 
apart from keyboard instruments, Queen 
Elizabeth had an orchestra of about forty and the 
‘more important princes and dukes of Italy and 
Germany all had their private bands, 
the courts of these Kings and 
‘operatic. and orchestral music developed } al- 
though in our own country there is a history in 
this development due to the Puritan revolution, 
Contrary 10 2 popular opinion, this puritanical 
change of temper in the English people, al- 
though it began under the Commonwealth, 
did not reach its full intensity until much later, 
‘The reigns of Charles 11 and James I gave it a 
fresh impetus and excuse, and it was when 
George 1 came. to the throne, in 1714, that 
‘Merrie England” in the sense of “ Musical 
England * was finally overcome and the age of 
‘eapectability, dullness, and cant set in. Purcell, 
who died in 169s, our greatest composer, was 


the last representative of the ‘earlier ‘musical 
age, and he wrote for an orchestra of strings, 
trumpets, oboes (including in Diocesan, 
tenor oboe), and utes. His Dido and eas 
fas written fora gir” school. but in Kag. 
Urthur and other works, he collaborated with 
Deyden music dramas for the stage 

But most of che instruments used in the seven 
tecnth-and elghteenth-century orchestras differed 
greatly from their modern ‘equivalents in our 
Contemporary orchestras, In Bach's time there 
‘were stringed instruments that have since fallen 
Into dlsuse-—the viol, the viola d'amore, viola 
Pomposa, viola da gambe, for example. All the 
Siol family. have’ ‘been practically, obsolete for 
Fenerstions ; ‘their places have. been filled 
by the violin, ‘the viola, the violoncello, and 
the contra or double bags. ‘The viola d'amore, 
Which has five or seven strings i still used ocea- 
sionally; for example, Richard Strauss used fin 

is Sinfonia Domestica, "The greatest change, 
however has taken place in the wood-wind and 
the bmss instruments, owing. to mechanical 
inventions during the nineteenth century. "The 
most important of these inventions was that of 
the valve, whi as cevolutionised the use of 
rumpets and horns, enabling ther to play the 
full chromatic scale’ whereas before this invem= 
tion they could play only the notes of the hare 
‘monie chord, and the player was provided with 

‘number of different cfooks which he feted 
into change the key of his instrument and 
enable him to_play different notes. Obviously, 
fe'was impossible to play a rapid sequence of 
notes. in this way, because it would ‘not give 
the player time to change his erooks, and that is 
‘why in Beethoven's symphonies he has to use the 
horns and trumpets #0 sparingly and nearly 
always on the tonic or the dominant, "Those 
Who are impressed by Wagner's goryeous use 
of the briss might remember that if Beethoven 
fad weiten euch pessoges they could not baye 
been played upon the instruments of his day 

Ta the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries 
‘was usual to fill in the harmony on the harpsi« 
chord and the composer often would conduct his 
‘work at the harpsichord. Mozart conducted an 
arly opera of his in Ttaly in this manner. Tt 
seas Gluck (1714-1782) who finally abolished the 
harpsichord frota the orchestra, but. when. the 
conductor ‘used to preside at the harpaichord 
there used to be frequent disputes between him 
tnd the Kader of the first volina--who, in 
Germany is called the " Konzert-meister’— 
as to which was the more important. ‘The 
Conductors who developed info the dominating 
farce he hae now become only during the nine- 
tenth century, has to-day’ perhaps usurped 100 
‘many functions, and the leader of the orchestra 
fins too lite to'do outside the nctual leading af 
the orchestra during pesformncen Berio snd 

fagner were largely feaponsible for the develop 
tment of the art of the eooductor, but von Bulow 
twas pechaps the fimt of the modesn virtuoso 
conductors

Although no cymbal, triangle, harp of trom 
bones appear in the lst of the Dresden Orchestra 
of 1734, these instruments were well known at 
that time and were all used, for example, ‘by 
Gluck, "The mont striking feature “of dhe 
comparison is the different proportions, ‘The 
Dresden orchestra contained twelve wood-wind 
instruments as against our B.B.C, orchestra of 
exactly the same number, whereas the BBC, 
frchestra has more than double the number of 
strings. 


Spiegel " and Stravinsky in Petrouchka, this does 
‘not matter, because modern composers have made 
4 special study of instramentation and are accus- 
tomed to the present proportions of our orches- 
tras; but when the instruments re used merely 
fas voices in part-writing then the weakness of the 
wood-wind section of the orchestra is often 
apparent. 

*"Por the sake of the art of music it is to-be 
hoped that the design of modern instruments and 
the composition of the orchestra will now remain 
moch the same for some considerable period. 
‘The modern composer has all the means he 
needs, for he has not anything like mastered their 
possibilities as yot and we find to-day the most 
advanced and intelligent composers, such as 
Stravinsky, for example, writing for smaller 
groups of instruments. ' Also individual vie 
Tuosity has reached such @ pitch that executants, 
can he found who ean play anything that is 
‘within the compass of their instrument. It is

THE HUMAN ELEMENT 


‘as it affects the carrying out of his successful Outside Broadcasts. 
‘Working often, under far from ideal conditions, in ‘strange territory” 
the O.B. Engineers encounter many mischances and adventures. 


N ouir Outside Broadcast work we, literally, 
I reich the. hujghte of bradeasting, 
Spectators of some of our more perilous 

{scents in search of suitable microphone posi- 
tions (in the roofs of cathedrals and elsewhere) 
have asked how we manage to avoid accidents, 
Luck may bave something to do with it; but, 
a3 a matter of fact, most of oar O.B, engineers 
hhappen to have served at one time with the 
RAF, and are unaffected by dizzy heights 
which, T frankly confess, appal, this wretched 
sufferer from "height sickness,’ I have seen 
my engineering colleagues perform  wire- 
‘walking feats which would have scared a music- 
hall audience 

Our work in relaying excerpts from the 
London theatres frequently brings us up against 
the “human element.’ The public largely 
Tieves that the actors and actresses whom it sees 
rerforming their parts, night after night, with 
such composure and certainty, are quite withoyt 
nerves"; and that it is only the amateurs who 
* get the dithers " when ing The Man 
from Toronto in the Vilage Institute. On the 
contrary, professional actors. are practically 
always * on edge.’ The introduction of such an 
unusual clement as the microphone into a 
theatre has on occasions proved most. dis- 
concerting to those on the stage, Some time 
ago a famous revue actress created quite a 
cene within a scene at a theatre performance 
which we were broadcasting. A slight change 
had been made, with her consent, in the volume 
of the orchestral accompaniment to one of her 
songs, in order to preserve microphone balance. 
But when the change was made she stopped 
déad in hee singing and rushed from the stage 
in a flood of tears, ‘This was not a casc of 
‘microphone nerves,’ but a common instance 
of what may happen in the theatre when any 
change or contretemps occurs in the course of 
the play * microphone nerves” 
fair sex. Geoffrey 
who has-broadcast many racing com: 
mentaries with such charm and apparent 
insouciance, frankly admits that he cannot over- 
‘come his terror of the ‘ mike"; whereas Mr. 
W. Hobbis, who has commented on the Grand 
National, remains entirely unruffled. For 
future commentaries on earthquakes, erup- 
tions, and the Day of Jalgment we shall call 

‘The attitude of many of the minor lights 
of the theatre towards broadcasting bas caused 
us some amusement. ‘They seem surprised 
that, when dealing with the theatre, we do 
not" suffer from an ‘inferiority complex,’ 
Being occupied in the evenings, they hear few 
of our important programmes." Their opinion 
of broadcasting is based upon a few schoo 
Programmes, agricultural bulletins, and Chil- 
dren's Hours—items hardly likely to appeal to 
the sophisticated mentality. To them such 
programmés as « Symphony Concert, a Carni- 
val, a studio revue of Gordon McConnell's, 
ora Schneider Trophy broadcast mean nothing 
in the abstract ; they are profoundly con- 
vinced that the exverpt we are arranging from

their stage must be the 
tar’ event of the year 
We do not argu 
though the atmosphere 
created by this convic- 
tion sometimes makes 
our work more than a 
trifle difficult, 

Latterly—and maybe 
the success of the 
‘Talkies has had some- 
hing to do with it—the 
titude of theatrical 
artists has swung over 
from indifference, and 
even distinct hauteur, 
to benevolent curiosity 
When testing from 
atheatre on a ‘ closed 
circuit "(and these rela 
require some testing !) 
we now use, instead of 
headphones, a loud-speaker installed in a room 
remote from the stage. During these tests 
We have always an interested, even excited, 
audience of actors who are not actully ‘on * 
at the time. We are only too pleased at thi 
because by listening they can pick up tips as 
to what iso fs not coming arr, which help 
to improve the technical and artistic quali 
of the broadcast sone 

Quite recently we concluded exhaustive tests 
at His Majesty's ‘Theatre to see whether it 
might be possible to relay part of Nocl 
Coward's successful Bitter Sweet. Though it 
happens that, purely for reasons of production, 
Bitter Sweet turned out to be imperfectly 
catchable by the microphone, the help and 
interest of Mr. Cochran, his ‘artists, and his 
staff were immensely useful to us—and greatly 
appreciated, But that is like Mr. Cochran. 
His success in the theatre has been largely 
due to his unprejudiced enthusiasm, his willing- 
ness to ‘try anything once.’ He is not, om 
principle, ‘agin the B.B.C.—like another 
impresario whom we could mention—although 
he confesses his personal distaste for * canned " 
entertainment. From the broadcasting point 
of view we divide the theatre-world into the 
sheep and the goats. Among the sheep we 

mmanimousty include the musician who, when 
an over-energetic chorus-lady kicked our micro- 
phone across the footlights and plumb on to his 
devoted head, continued to play with a smile 
and without a single imprecation. 

The microphone takes its hard knocks. 
For the recent Thanksgiving Service for the 
recovery of His Majesty the King, at West- 
minster Abbey, we had one of the ‘key’ 
microphones. suspended, as we thought, well 
ut of reach, sbove the chancel steps ; but as 
the procession moved up to the altar the large 
cross at its head gave the microphone a violent 
bang—and that was neatly the end of that 
‘An accident would haye been. trayic—for thi 
important broadcast was going out to the 
Empire. As it happened, the engineer in 
charge foresaw the collision, and with great

dexterity ‘faced out" that particular: micro- 
phone temporarily, so that listeners were not 
aware that something untoward had happened. 
“The human element in an O.B. is not cons 
fined cither to ourselves or to thase definitely 
articipating. ‘There are also. the spectators. 
‘You may be sure that there is always an in- 
terested erowed around the O.B. van or Observa- 
tion Hut, During an England c. Wales Rugger 
International at Twickenham, one of the Welsh 
spectators climbed our stand and bore excitedly 
down upon the hut, demanding the use of the 
microphone. "Hee wanted to inform kia mother 
in Penarth that he had reached ‘Twickenham 
safely ! I offered. to send a wire for him, but 
he did not consider the frigid impersonality 
of a telegram a suitable substitute, and we bad: 
some difficulty in persuading him to give up 
his project. Many curious. applications are 
received for such personal use of the micro 
phone. Private messages have been broadcast 
without our agreement—notably from, the 
Savoy Hotel ballroom in the interval of dance 
music. Here let me call attention to a striking 
fact—that, although the world is full, not only 
of eranks, but of thoughtless and” hilarious 
people, there has in seven years of broadcasting. 
been practically no instance of an awkwatd, uin- 
rcheatsed * scene ’ in front of the microphone. 
We of the O.B, department belicve in. our 
luck (touch wood !). We have believed in it 
ever since the day when we broadcast a 
‘concert from a big air-liner in flight, on Friday 
the r3th of the month, in a fog from a machine 
swith a broken oil-feed pipe ! ‘The Inte Captain 
Hinchliffe was the pilot—and he landed us 
safely. Our luck was with us in the Schneider 
Trophy relay and at Aintree for the last 
Grand National (on the afternoon before the 
race it had been impossible to sce farther 
than two hundred yards up the course). We 
can handle Grand Dukes. (even. Duchesses), 
Dance Bands and Demagogues, but. the 
English climate—no ! We must plead guilty to 
a superstitious belief that our luck will some- 
how sce us through. G. A.C. 
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under the’ heading ‘B.B.C.MG.!’ there 
‘eame a loud knock at the door of his office ; 
and before he had time to close his dictionary 
there entered a tall, thin man whom he 

nized as the Very Dramatic Critic of 
his rival paper, the Daily Excess,

GERALD BULLETT on the age-old trish Legend which forms the subject of ‘Deirdre of the Sorrows; ty John Millington

HE fale of Deirdre m one of the great 
| tinversl tales ofthe wordy one of 
those ancient. tales_which, founded 
pertupe on some slender basis of hisenry, have 
Eome'down to us enriched by the accretions 
ruries, by hearsay, conjectare, and the 
ion of @ people. On us of today 
the efect is cumalatve, In reading or in bear- 
ing such a legend we tap a vast restrvoie 
of emotion ; we make contact with the great 
roultitude of authors, all of them unknown, 
from whose minds the story as we have i 
today Tay be said to have sprang. Nor is 
too fanciful, T think wn suppose that in. some 
fashion the souatles fk eh eve beard ifs 
the past contribute something to. our own 
experience of it, The Bible stories gain a 
sgulty ir iis way 70, do the shdies of the 
fat Arthurian eye end 90, unquestionably, 
Go these darkly shining Irish myths, of which 
that of Deictre is the best and the best known.

BANGOR CATHEDRAL,

JANGOR ins had its Cathedral ever since the year 546, when St. 
Deinicly ft fist Blsbop, was consccreted. He wan buried in 
Barikey Idand, where, secording fo an ancient tcndition, 30,000 

saints rest fom their labours. 

Se Denis Cathede, i all probably, was, 2 wooden strctre, 
surrounded by'a watle fence, which hax appareatly” given us the name 
Fagor, for the word “bang when used as a comon nous heats 
the binding part ofa wattle fence, 

“The second churci was a stone building, and aging from ather churches 
fhe perio, mat ave een vary amt son eco tht ews 
‘kistente im 975, for tn that year King Edgar built church on the north 
Side of the Cathedea.” ‘Thi building was destroyed in 1071 by a Norman 
say. 

"The Norman Cathedal was commenced in, the episcopate of Hané, 
the first foreigner to oecupy the episcopal throne.” He was personally 
fut, of sympathy with his people, and was violenty thrust ove of the 
Bishopeis: 

Te was in this Norman Cathedral chat Archbishop Baldwin celebrated 
ac the high altar, und preached the Crusade with suct force that the Welsh 
Bishop tok te rus Here ao Bhop Robert wat taken loner athe 
high altar ty King John, and 200 hawks had so be paid for hie sensor, 
‘The building was seriously damaged In the war between Edward T and 
the Welsh Prince Llewelyn 

“The reconstruction of the Norman Cathedeal was undertaken by Bishop 
AAnian, and ie was be who baptized in Carnarvon the son af Edward 1, who 
ipeame the fist English Priace of Wales 

‘Anian's Pontical, ot Prayer Book—a beautiful MS.—is- among. the 
greatest treasures of the Dean and Chapter, ‘Some have malaained that 
oie the Use of Bangor” referred to at the beginning of the Book of 
CGomanon Prayer. It contain all the services required by a Bishop in the 
performance of his episcopal die, 

1s 1402 Gwen Glyndw set fice to. this beautiful building because the 
[Bishop was “inthe interest of” Ring Henry 1V, although the Dean and 
dignitaries supported him in the cause of hs te-iong friend, the deposed 
Sovereign, Richard IL 

"The ext prominent restorers were Bishops Deaii and Skeffington, 
Disregarding the besutful work of their predecemors, they adopted the 
Perpendicular style in vogue at the period. "This building suffered much 
af the hands of Cromwell troops, abd was further dsfiguted by the ignore 
ance of the generstions which came alter. The outer walle Of the anve 
‘emain much a they were in the fourteenth centary. 

Ta 1886 the Dean and Chapter sought the advice of the dstingulshed 
architect, Sit G. Gilbert Seutt and the eastem part of the Bulding. Wat 
Brought back to its earlier and far more Besuliful condition. 

Surveying the interior as a whole, the architecture may be suid to be 
simple, good, and plesing, ‘Those who eater in a reverent spirit become 
Conscious of Unt iadefinable Something which induces one to kneel down 
‘sd pray-—a good fet of suecenfl crcch architecture.

"AGNER'S interest in the old story of 
the Flying Dutchman waa first 
aroused by a version of it by the poct 

Heine. Soon after he had read it, the impression 

it had made on him was deepened by an actual 

experience of the North Sea in one of its grim 
and grey moods. In July, 1839, Wagaer, with 
his wife (his first wife) and his huge Newfound- 
and dog, embarked at Pillau on a sailing vessel 
bound for London en route for Paris. He writes

AGNER himself arranged the Prelude 

and the last great scene of his 

drama, Tristan and Isolda for concert 

performance and conducted several perform- 

tances of it in this shape, before the whole work 
hhad been given. 

OF the closing scene he writes: * Shall we 
call this Death? Is it not rather the wonder 
‘world of night, out of which, so says the 
Story, the ivy and the vine sprang forth in 
close’ embrace over the tombs of ‘Tristan and 
Tsolda 2? 

‘Wagner evidently regarded the violoncello as 
the orchestral voice which should best express 
his themes associated with lovers. Here, in the 
Prelude, the beginning of each phrase is played 
by the ‘cellos, the expressive harmony being filled 
in by the woodwinds.

"HEN Brahms’ first Symphony appeared, 
he was already forty-three, and had wor 
so assured a position in the world of 
that none of his friends could understand 
the shyness which had kept the work from a hear 
ing 0 long. It was known that he had actually 
nished it some fourteen years before he allowed 
to be beard. As its reception iminediately 
proved, he need have felt no ditfidence about it: 
the Symphony was at once acclaimed 5 real 
aasterpiece, at least one enthusiast referring 
to it as ‘the Tenth,’ meaning that it wasia fit 
successor to Beethoven's nine 
It was first played at Karlsruhe, conducted by 
Otto Dessoff, Brahms electing to hear his work 
for the first time in the little town that holds a 
good friend, a gqod conductor, and a good 
orchestra.’ ‘Brahms himself conducted it soon 
afterwards in many of the German centres, and 
it was first played in this country by the Cam- 
bridge University Music Society, to whi 
Brahms sent the score and parts still in manu~ 
script. ‘That performance aroused special 
inferest in Cambridge because the horns at the 
beginning of the last movement make use of 
the tune, known there as ‘The Cambridge 
Quarters,’ the famous chimes. The coincidence, 
8 purely’ accidental one, was hailed a8 niaking 
it happily appropriate that Cambridge should be 
the first centre to give the work in this country.

the artist not the mechanician—whethor maker 
for player of instruments or maker of music to 
|—thae needs cultivating and developing 
we are in danger of being aa backward 
artistically ax we sire advanced mechanically 
and in material means. Let me conclude by 
describing what I think an orchestra should be. 
In the first place, it should be permanent, 
connected preferably with an opera house, and 
having a pension scheme for members who have 
served a certain number of years, ‘The members 
should be liable to dismissal by the conductor for 
incompetence or slackness.. It should be care= 
fully drilled—and T-don't ace why. the leader 
should not take a part in thie 

its ensemble ix always perfect, that 
no section of an orchestra should be stiowed to 
take place in an ensemble before ithas been heard 
and severely examined separately. It should 
always play perfectly in tune (this is. always 
possible if players take precautions and keep 
their instruments. warm). Perfect ememble 
and perfect intonation are the mere beginning 
then,an orchestra must be able to play piano with 
every possible nuance ; then, a real artist must 
train the orchestra in’ truth of expression for 
ar work to be performed. And 
then we come to one fundamental test of good 
‘orchestral playing, rhytlmm. I said at the begin~ 
hing that, the word ‘orchestra means in the 
Greck "dancing place.’ Now, with a first-class 
arhetra and conductor the msi alway dancet 
itself along. "There is no mistaking this springi- 
ness, this dancing elasticity of rhythm. Given 
perfect ensemble, perfect intonation, and truth 
ff expression, then the final crown’ of a good 
‘orchestra is this dancing magic which transforms 
the whole material of sound inta pure ecstatic 
motion ; but it is the rarest thing to hear. As 
an example of what can be done by training we 
have only to hear the Berlin Philharmonic Or- 
ebestra,
